The agent, now living in 
StraUblng, is the Subject of paragraph l,b, of Heference (2;, We have since 
~leamed that the agent has been assigned the V-nutaber 2235^* / @ KITTZBACH Is 
the Headquarters case officer, 

2, The following lliilted amount of infonmtlon was given us in Feb- 
ruary: V-22354, an economist by profession, bad been a member of the HSDAP 

and a highly placed official in the Gerian protectorate govemnent of Czecho- 
slovaMa, After the war he was Imprisoned by the Czech government and only 
recently received a grant of a inesty, & KITTZBACH speculated on the possi- 
bility that V-22354*s wife (Subject of paragraph l*a,, Reference (2)) had been 
Instrumental in gaining his release from prison. The wife yes stat^ to have 
been employed in an unknown capacity for an American agency in Straubing for 
a period after the war, 

3, Upon his release from prison, V-22354 was taken to Prague and 

there underwent three inonths of Apolitical orientation," a part of the course 
having been given by an official of the Ministry of Economics, Some of the 
instruction was devoted to training in intelligence, and V-22354 vas tho- 
roughly debriefed regarding his former friends, relatives and professional 
conteicts in Germany and Austria, He vas given a cover address in Prague to » 
which he was to write after he left the CSR, / 
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4. The agent^s EEI^a vere deacz^md as being very broad; included ' 
are unspecified poll bleed and econoolo' targets in West Oenoaoy and also in* . 
fonnation on the extent of American control of the West German econoo^* 
<^/Among t^e pers^ ^ ^\V-223?^and about vhom he was debriefed vas a

tended to have V-2235^ exploit this relationship, vith penetration of UF- 
SWING undoubtedly being a prime, if not the prime, goal»^^ 

5^19 KUT2BAC^ stated that this ease is being handled in a most sen- 
sitive manner by UPSWIWG* He said that there probably vould not be any 
vrltten reporting on it and that any infortnation, such as traces, which ve 
iiil^t develop for UFSWIlfG should be given to hin persoaaUy. 

6* Reference (l) requested traces on the agent and his wife# Re- 
plies, other than those given in Reference (2), were negative* By the time 
all replies bad been receivedtd KtfTZBACH had left on a four-veek vacation* 
lie had requested that the undersigned not discuss the case with any other 
UPSWING staff member* Therefore, it vas not xmtil 10 April that further 
information could be developed* 

7* The follovlng additional data were learned on 10 April* _9 KUTZ- 
^Cl( confirmed all the information in paragraph 2 of Reference (2), but said 
that the ^ May 1894 date of birth is incorrect; V-22354 vas bom on 5 
1904 in Karlsbad, not Kalstadt* Also, bis vlfe vas previously married to 
Karl Hermantt^IHANK, and hence the ''(Pnu^^^jnflANK” may be altemd to give the 
full name as stated*

8* Lengthy debriefings of V-223^ have been conducted by UPSWIlKi’s 
Buero Bavaria which is handling the case* The agent has provided a large 
amount of information regarding his contacts, persons widely scattered 
throughout German and Austrian business, professional and acaoemic circles* 

9 KlfTZBACH described many of them as persons of considerable importance, 
attesting the fact that the agent has excbllent connections in many fields* 

A list of these names is attached* Unfortunately, no birth data are avail- 
able; however, in view of the importance UPSWING attaches to this case, 
traces which may be passed to them are requested* FOB traces art in progress* 

9* <3 KUTZBi^H discussed the various problems in handling V-22354* 

For exaople, UPSWING' Headquarters anticipates some difficulty in finding a 
suitable case officer to handle a man who considers himself a '*bobes Tle7*" 
The problem has not yet been resolved, but the plan at present Is to have 
v-223^4 directed by a person who at least possesses acadecoic equality with 
tie agent. The latter, by virtue of his political theories, presents other 
unusual problems. He believes strongly in the desirability of creating a con- 
federated Danubian nonarchy* Hence his motivation vis-a-vis UPSWING— assum- 
ing for the moment that he has been successfully doubled by UPSWING— is not 
altogether clear. ^KUTZBACH states that he is not hostile to the Federal 
Republic, but he lias to be re.idnded frequently of the desirability of working 
for a political reality of the moment rather than becoming too absorbed In 
promoting visions of an unlikely future* 
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10« \r«2235^ had bean Instructed, either prior to his departure from 
the CSR (exact date unknovn) or later by rtiall, to meet a CIS contact In 
Vienna on l6 February. The meeting vas to take place at 6 p«m. Inside a 
cafe* UPSWING conducted a surveillance of V-2235^ prior to bis entry into 
the cafe emd after his departure from It at 7 p.m. He told his UP8VI1IG con- 
tacts that he bad not been met inside* This, of course, cannot be confirmed 
because UPSWING did not run a surveillance inside the cafe* 



11* On instructions from UPSWING, V-2235^ wrote to his CIS cover ad- 
dress and asked In his letter why be had not bMn met* SometlxDe early In 
March he received a reply, postmarked Frankfurt am Main, in which the CIS 
ease officer apologised for not having attended the February l8 meeting, but 
said he would like to see the agent In Vienna, the date being towards the 
end of April and the place Unspecified by .d KlfTZBACH* 

12* @ KUT2SACH said that V-223^ stayed at the Hotel Post during the 
tl'iic he was in Vienna in Februaiy* This itself ralseiTA iiuestion In UPSWING'S 
. estimate of the agent slne^ ^j?. the Hotel Post Is a well 

l^yn hflmgout for Ssstem' intelligence persona^* ‘ V-2235U said he stayed 
then because his wife's a\int, aiPrau (FnuKtoSTZ, had two rooms at the hotel*

13* UPSWUNG 's present assess^ient of V-2235^ Is that he has been suc-

who had been UPSWINGSRS (but whom the CIS possibly believed stUl to be as-

15* UPSWING has debriefed Heinz^uAEMMEL* a co-prisoner ol/ V-223S4'Sa . 
listed In Attachment* He confirmed the information provided by the latter \ 
regarding prison activities and gave his opinion that V-22354 is ''an honor- ; 
able raan." This, of course, proves nothing, but UPSWING appears to trust ‘ 
LAEMM£iL* 



l6* § KUTZBACH lias agreed to provide us with a summazy of the case, 
but he has indicated that other than through personal (during which he 

has asked that no notes be taken), any written material he sends us will be 
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extremely brief and fairly sterile* The kid-glove treatment being given this 
case sterna possibly from at least tvo caxiaes; Firsts UPSWING apparent con- 
viction that a high-level penetration of their service is the chief aim of 
the operation (and hence KUBABK is not directly concerned); second^ the new 
approach to liaison idiere UPSWING perhaps does not feel it as necessary or 
desirable as in the past to cut KUBARK in on highly sensitive operations* 

On the other band, in our preliminary analysis of this case, ve have not so 
far detected the reetsons accounting for such special treatment as is being 
accorded the matter by UPSWING* On the face of \ttoat has so far been given 
us, ve do not consider that the ease has uni<|uely sensitive aspects to it* 

The ansver to the riddle may veil be that @ KITTZBACH is vinking at instruc- 
tions from his sxqperiors to avoid discussions vith KUBARK of going UPSWING 
operations* If this should be so, @ KlfTZBAC| is probably trying to protect 
himself as far as possible in risking a discussion of "ANEKPOTB'* at this 
time. 



17 * In spite of the situation described above, ve shall attempt, 
within the obvious limits Imposed, to obtain as much information about "AN- 
EKDOTS*' as possible* Certal;^, an aggressive role is out of the question 
at this time, but @ KUTZBACH^s ovn tendency to be cooperative plus a legitl- 
caate KUBARK concern in V-2235^'s American targets and the CIS Itself should 
provide a basis for obtaining more data in the future* 
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
